In Syria: 

US draws line on backing CIA-trained rebels

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Russian military intervention 
to prop up Syria's govern¬ 
ment has brought new scru¬ 
tiny of the CIA’s secret sup¬ 
port to Syrian rebels fighting 
President Bashar Assad. But 
how far is the U.S. willing to 
go to empower its proxies 
to take on Vladimir Putin’s 
allies? The answer seems to 
be: Not very far. 
“Countering Russia’s in¬ 
volvement in Syria doesn’t 
rate nearly as high on the 
scale” as battling the Is¬ 
lamic State, which has de¬ 
clared a caliphate across 
parts of Syria and Iraq, 
White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. After the CIA 
spent more than two years 
secretly working with Arab 


allies to arm, train and fund 
thousands of so-called 
moderate rebels to oppose 
Assad, American officials 
have watched in recent 
days as Russian bombs 
and missiles have targeted 
those groups. 

U.S. officials and outside 
experts say the Obama 
administration is unlikely to 
protect CIA-backed reb¬ 
els from Russian air strikes 
— by providing them with 
surface-to-air missiles, for 
example — for fear they 
could fall into the wrong 
hands and be used against 
passenger jets in a ter¬ 
rorist attack. There is also 
little appetite in the White 
House for a U.S.-enforced 
no-fly zone in Syria, officials 
say. 

Instead, the U.S. has been 
continuing its delivery to 


rebels of American-made 
TOW anti-tank missiles. Reb¬ 
els have deployed the mis¬ 
siles to great effect over 
the last six months, and 
even more so in the last 
week, destroying dozens 
of Russian-made Syrian ar¬ 
mored vehicles. 

The CIA requires the vet¬ 
ted rebel groups it sup¬ 
ports to take a video of 
every use of a TOW missile 
and to send the empty 
canisters back to American 
operatives in Turkey, ac¬ 
cording to Charles Lister, a 
Syrian expert at the Brook¬ 
ings Doha Center, a U.S. 
think tank branch in Qatar. 
A U.S. official confirmed the 
arrangement, speaking on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to discuss the matter 
publiclyO 


a counteroffensive that 
the Iraqi government an¬ 
nounced in July. 

It has been stalled for nu¬ 
merous reasons, including 
the Islamic State’s effec¬ 
tive use of improvised land 
mines. 

The counteroffensive also 
has been weakened by 
sectarian divisions within 
the Iraqi government. 

“We now believe that bat¬ 
tlefield conditions are set 
for the ISF to push into the 
city,” Warren added, using 


an acronym for Iraqi Secu¬ 
rity Forces, which collapsed 
in Ramadi in May, allowing 
the Islamic State group to 
capture the Sunni city. 
Ramadi is the capital of 
Anbar province. 

The loss of Ramadi was the 
most damaging Iraqi set¬ 
back this year against the 
Islamic State, which in 2014 
captured the northern city 
of Mosul and still controls 
much of northern and west¬ 
ern Iraq despite more than 
a year of U.S. airstrikes.□ 
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Candidates Clash in Vegas at First Democratic Debate

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and Sen. 
Bernie Sanders clashed 
over U.S. involvement in 
the Middle East, gun con¬ 
trol and economic policy in 
the first Democratic presi¬ 
dential debate Tuesday, 


outlining competing visions 
for a party seeking to keep 
the White House for a third 
straight term. 

Yet in a moment of political 
unity — and levity — Sand¬ 
ers leapt to Clinton’s de¬ 
fense on the issue of her 
controversial email prac¬ 
tices as secretary of state. 
“The American people are

sick and tired are hearing 
about your damn emails,” 
Sanders exclaimed as the 
crowd in Las Vegas roared 
with applause. A smiling 
Clinton reached over to 
shake his hand and said, 
“Thank you, Bernie.” 

While the five candidates 
onstage took issue with 
each other, they also re¬ 


peatedly sounded tradi¬ 
tional Democratic themes 

— such as fighting income 
inequality — that are sure 
to carry over to the general 
election campaign against 
the Republicans. 

First, the Democrats must 
choose their own candi¬ 
date. And throughout most 
of the two-hour debate 
Clinton played the role of 
aggressor, an unexpected 
shift for the Democrat¬ 
ic front-runner who had 
barely mentioned her rivals 
since launching her cam¬ 
paign six months ago. Until 
now, Clinton and Sanders 

— who has emerged as 
her toughest competition 

— have circled each other 
cautiously and avoided 
personal attacks. 

After the Vermont sena¬ 
tor, a self-described dem¬ 
ocratic socialist, derided 
“a casino capitalist pro¬ 
cess by which so few have 
so much,” Clinton said it 
would be a “big mistake” 
for the U.S. to turn its back 
on the system that built the 
American middle class. 
Asked whether she thought 
Sanders, who has a mixed 
record on gun control leg¬ 
islation, had been tough 
enough on the issue, she 
said simply," No, I do not.” 
Sanders defended his gun 
control record, and called 
for better mental health 
services, stricter back¬ 
ground checks and closing 
a loophole that exempts 
gun shows from back¬ 
ground checks 
The two also tangled over 
foreign policy, an issue 
where Clinton is often more 
hawkish than others in the 
Democratic Party. The for¬ 
mer secretary of state re¬ 
iterated her call for more 
robust U.S. action to stop 
the Syrian civil war and de¬ 
fended her judgment on 
international issues, despite 
having voted for the 2002 
invasion of Iraq. 

Sanders called the Iraq war 
“the worst foreign policy 
blunder in the history of 
our country” and said he 
would not support sending 
American combat troops 
back to the Middle East to 
fight terrorism. 

“Nobody does. Senator 
Sanders,” Clinton interject¬ 
ed. 


Also hanging over the de¬ 
bate: the lengthy delibera¬ 
tions of Vice President Joe 
Biden, who is weighing a 
late entry into the Demo¬ 
cratic race. Debate host 
CNN kept an extra podium 
on standby just in case 
Biden decided to show 
up, but the vice president 
instead stayed in Washing¬ 
ton, where he was watch¬ 
ing the debate at his resi¬ 
dence. 

For Democrats, Tuesday's 
debate was an opportunity 
to steal attention from the 
drama in the Republican 
primary, where more than 
a dozen candidates are 
fighting to overtake billion¬ 
aire Donald Trump. The real 
estate mogul still made his 
presence known Tuesday 
night, sending a torrent of 
Twitter commentary on the 
Democrats’ performances. 
“Sorry, there is no STAR 
on the stage tonight!" he 
wrote. While the Repub¬ 
lican primary has been 
roiled by the emotional de¬ 
bate over immigration, the 
Democratic candidates 
were largely united in their 
call for providing a path 
to legal status for the mil¬ 
lions of people currently in 
the U.S. illegally. The party is 
counting on general elec¬ 
tion support from Hispanics, 
a group that overwhelm¬ 
ingly voted for President 
Barack Obama in 2012. 
Joining Clinton and Sand¬ 
ers on stage in Las Vegas 
was a trio of low-polling 
candidates looking for a 
breakthrough moment: 
former Maryland Gov. Mar¬ 
tin O'Malley: Jim Webb, 
a former Navy secretary 
and U.S. senator from Vir¬ 
ginia, and former sena¬ 
tor and governor Lincoln 
Chafee, the Republican- 
turned independent- 
turned Democrat from 
Rhode Island. 

For Clinton, the debate was 
a much-needed opportu¬ 
nity to focus on policy in 
addition to the controversy 
over her exclusive use of 
personal email and a pri¬ 
vate Internet server during 
her tenure in the Obama 
administration. The email 
issue has shadowed her 
rollout of numerous policy 
positions and has hurt her 
standing with voters.Q 
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Court reinstates suit over NYPD surveillance of Muslims

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 

federal appeals court on 
Tuesday reinstated a law¬ 
suit challenging the New 
York Police Department's 
surveillance of Muslim 
groups in New Jersey af¬ 
ter the Sept. 11 terrorist at¬ 
tacks, saying any resulting 
harm came from the city’s 
tactics, not the media’s re¬ 
porting of them. 

The 3rd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, reversing a 
judge’s decision last year 
to dismiss the case, found 
the Muslim plaintiffs raised 
sufficient allegations of re¬ 
ligious-freedom and equal- 
protection violations and 
put the case on track for tri¬ 
al. The court compared the 
spying to other instances of 
heightened scrutiny of re¬ 
ligious and ethnic groups, 
including Japanese-Ameri- 
cans during World War II. 

In dismissing the lawsuit, U.S. 
District Judge William Mar¬ 
tini had concluded the po¬ 
lice could not keep watch 
“on Muslim terrorist activi¬ 
ties without monitoring the 
Muslim community itself” 
and concurred with the city 
in blaming reporting by The 
Associated Press, which ex¬ 
posed the surveillance pro¬ 
gram, for any harm. 

The appeals court said the 
attempt to blame the AP 
was akin to saying, “What 
you don't know can't hurt 
you. And, if you do know, 
don’t shoot us. Shoot the 
messenger.” 

The lawsuit revived Tues¬ 
day was among legal ac¬ 
tions that followed reports 
by the AP that revealed 
how city police infiltrated 
Muslim student groups, put 
informants in mosques and 
otherwise spied on Muslims 
as part of a broad effort to 
prevent terrorist attacks. 
The reporting was honored 
with a Pulitzer Prize. 

Plaintiff Farhaj Hassan said 
he was “extremely ecstat¬ 
ic" about the court's deci¬ 
sion. 

“I’m very happy we will 
get our day in court,” said 
Hassan, a U.S. Army ser¬ 
geant who served in Iraq. 
“Muslim-Americans were 
the innocent community in 
this matter, and lo and be¬ 
hold their civil rights should 
be protected like everyone 


else.” 

The city called the intel¬ 
ligence gathering an ap¬ 
propriate and legal anti¬ 
terrorism tactic and said it 
never spied on people or 
businesses solely because 
they were Muslim. Such a 
practice would be con¬ 
trary to its values, a spokes¬ 
man for the city’s Law De¬ 
partment said. 

“There’s been no finding 
by the court that the NYPD 
did anything wrong or any¬ 
thing illegal," said Law¬ 
rence Byrne, the NYPD's 
deputy commissioner for 
legal matters. “It's simply a 
procedural opportunity for 
the plaintiffs to see if they 
can prove their case.” 

A senior NYPD official testi¬ 
fied in 2012 that the demo¬ 
graphics unit at the heart of 
the program never gener¬ 
ated any leads or triggered 
a terrorism investigation, 
but former Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, former police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly and other officials 
have said the surveillance 
helped the nation’s largest 
police department identify 
and thwart terror plots. 
Current police Commis¬ 
sioner William Bratton dis¬ 
banded the unit last year 
and reassigned its detec¬ 
tives. Officials said a review 
concluded the same in¬ 
formation could be better 
collected through direct 
contact with community 
group. 

During oral arguments in 
January, the appellate 
panel questioned wheth¬ 
er police had any spe¬ 
cific leads to justify surveil¬ 
lance of Muslim business¬ 
es, mosques and student 
groups in New Jersey from 
2002 to at least 2012. 

The city argued that any 
injuries suffered by Mus¬ 
lims were “self-imposed, 
based on subjective fears” 
that may have led them to 
avoid gathering with other 
Muslims after the 9/11 at¬ 
tacks. A city lawyer told 
the appeals court that the 
plaintiffs couldn't simply 
infer the intent of the pro¬ 
gram was discriminatory. 
The Muslim plaintiffs — in¬ 
cluding a grade school 
principal and members of 
the Muslim Student Asso¬ 
ciation at Rutgers University 
— wanted the lawsuit re¬ 


vived in part so they could 
learn more about the pro¬ 
gram. 

Their lawyer, Baher Azmy, 
said Tuesday’s ruling af¬ 


firmed that police can¬ 
not use religion and courts 
cannot accept untested 
national security claims as 
justification for spying.Q 
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Gun shop ordered to pay millions to injured police officers

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Jurors 
ordered a Wisconsin gun 
store to pay nearly $6 mil¬ 
lion on Tuesday in a lawsuit 
filed by two Milwaukee po¬ 
lice officers who were shot 
and seriously wounded by 


a gun purchased at the 
store. 

The ruling came in a negli¬ 
gence lawsuit filed by the 
officers against Badger 
Guns, a shop in suburban 
Milwaukee that authorities 
have linked to hundreds 
of firearms found at crime 


scenes. The lawsuit said the 
shop ignored several warn¬ 
ing signs that the gun used 
to shoot the officers was 
being sold to a so-called 
straw buyer who was ille¬ 
gally purchasing the weap¬ 
on for someone else. 

Jurors sided with the of¬ 


ficers, ruling that the store 
was negligent. 

Officer Bryan Norberg and 
former Officer Graham 
Kunisch were both shot in 
the face after they stopped 
Julius Burton for riding his 
bike on the sidewalk in the 
summer of 2009. 
Investigators said Burton 
got the weapon, a Tau¬ 
rus .40-caliber handgun, a 
month before the confron¬ 
tation, after giving $40 to 
another man, Jacob Col¬ 
lins, to make the purchase 
at the store in West Milwau¬ 
kee. 

One bullet shattered eight 
of Norberg’s teeth, blew 
through his cheek and 
lodged into his shoulder. 
He remains on the force 
but said his wounds have 
made his work difficult. 
Kunisch was shot several 
times, resulting in him los¬ 
ing an eye and part of the 
frontal lobe of his brain. He 
said the wounds forced him 
to retire. 

Jurors ordered the store to 
pay Norberg $1.5 million 
and Kunisch $3.6 million. 
The jury also ruled the store 
must pay $730,000 in puni¬ 
tive damages. 


The officers’ lawyer, Patrick 
Dunphy, said Tuesday that 
he said his clients “feel very 
relieved,” though he antici¬ 
pates years of appeals. 
Defense attorneys declined 
to comment. The owners 
and operators of the gun 
shop weren’t in court to 
hear the verdict. 

The liability issues raised in 
the case gained attention 
in the U.S. presidential cam¬ 
paign, when Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rodham 
Clinton recently said she 
would push for a repeal of 
the George W. Bush-era 
gun law that Badger Guns’ 
lawyers said shielded the 
store from such claims. 

The gun shop's attorneys 
denied wrongdoing and 
said the owner at the time 
of the sale, Adam Allan, 
couldn’t be held financially 
responsible for crimes con¬ 
nected to a weapon sold 
at his shop and that the 
clerk who sold the weapon 
didn’t intentionally commit 
a crime. Rather, they said 
the salesman had been 
duped by Collins and Bur¬ 
ton, who went out of their 
way to deceive himO 


Lawsuit: Court illegally jails people who can’t pay fines

JACKSON, Mississippi (AP) 

— Seven people have 
sued Mississippi’s capital 
city, saying its municipal 
court illegally jailed them 
because they couldn’t pay 
court fines. 

The federal lawsuit against 
Jackson, spearheaded by 
two nonprofit legal groups, 
is a prong in a nationwide 
fight over how poor people 
should be treated by the 
criminal justice system. 


Similar suits have been filed 
in Alabama, Louisiana and 
Missouri. All accuse court 
systems of ignoring U.S. Su¬ 
preme Courf decisions that 
say courts must determine 
whether people have the 
ability to pay fines before 
jailing them for nonpay¬ 
ment. The lawyers say in¬ 
digent people must be of¬ 
fered a chance fo perform 
community service or else 
jail equals a “debtors’ pris¬ 
on." 

“This is not about giving 


people a free pass or giv¬ 
ing poor folks a get-out- 
of-jail-free card,” said Cliff 
Johnson, a lawyer for the 
MacArthur Justice Center. 
“This is about not punish¬ 
ing people for the fact that 
they're poor, in a way other 
people don’t experience.” 
Mississippi law already 
states, “The defendant shall 
not be imprisoned if fhe de¬ 
fendant is financially un¬ 
able to pay a fine." It was 
affirmed in a 1984 stafe Su¬ 
preme Court decision. 


All of the plaintiffs owed 
at least $1,200 in fines and 
fees. The lawyers said none 
had a job or any significant 
assets when they were ar¬ 
rested. All faced orders fo 
pay at least 65 percent of 
fines immediately or be 
jailed at the Hinds County 
Detention Center or the 
Hinds County Penal Farm. 
There, inmates can “work 
off” their debt at $58 a day, 
or be credited at $25 a day 
if fhey can'f or won'f work. 
The plaintiffs ask fhaf fhe 


cify be barred from jail¬ 
ing people wifhouf check¬ 
ing defendants' ability to 
pay. They also want a ban 
on forcing people to work 
while in jail. The suit also asks 
a judge to order the city to 
pay damages to people 
who were jailed. 

The city released a state¬ 
ment saying it had been 
talking to the lawyers 
about their concerns, but 
will now “vigorously defend 
against these unfounded 
claims. ”□

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— California ends its legisla¬ 
tive season having enact¬ 
ed some of the country's 
most aggressive social poli¬ 
cies: Laws requiring student 
vaccinations, granting ter¬ 
minally ill people the right 
to take life-ending medi¬ 
cations, and mandating 
equal pay for women were 
among dozens approved. 
The range of sweeping new 
laws in the most populous 
state reflects legislators’ de¬ 
sire to set a national trend 
on progressive social and 
environmental issues while 
sidestepping more thorny 
economic matters. 

Many interest groups and 
politicians see California 
as the brass ring for setting 
policies — and then testing 
whether those policies can 
withstand rigorous chal¬ 
lenges. 

“Both the vaccine bill and 
the right-to-die legislation 
will be seriously looked at 
by other states,” said Sherry 
Bebitch-Jeffe, senior po¬ 
litical science fellow at the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. “If it can pass here 
and it is perceived to work 
here, I think the proponents 
have a big positive jolt out 
of the victory in California.” 
She believes over the next 
five to 10 years, the nation 
will look more like California 
both demographically and 
politically. 

Gov. Jerry Brown, a lifelong 


Catholic and former Jesuit 
seminarian, ended months 
of speculation when he 
signed the hotly debated 
right-to-die law, saying he 
doesn’t want to deprive 
the terminally ill of that op¬ 
tion. 

Advocates pushed for such 
laws in at least two dozen 
states this year following 
the highly publicized death 


of activist Brittany May¬ 
nard, a California woman 
with terminal brain cancer 
who moved to Oregon to 
legally end her life. 

The legislation faltered 
elsewhere, but advocates 
hailed the California win as 
their most significant. They 
called it the “biggest victo¬ 
ry for the death-with-dignity 
movement since Oregon 


passed the nation’s first law 
two decades ago." 

With the worst of the state’s 
budget crisis behind them. 
Democratic lawmakers 
who control both houses 
of the Legislature are free 
to resume a liberal agenda 
of extending protections 
to the most vulnerable. But 
they lack the critical two- 
thirds majority required to 


approve tax increases or 
fees. 

Brown won approval for ro¬ 
bust climate change legis¬ 
lation. But Republicans and 
moderate Democrats who 
are a growing force in the 
state capital successfully 
stripped it of a mandate to 
cut oil use in California by 
half within 15 years, mark¬ 
ing a rare defeat for the 
77-year-old governor. 

The new law requires the 
state to get half its electric¬ 
ity from renewable sources 
by 2030, continuing Califor¬ 
nia’s “leadership in terms of 
social and environmental 
issues,” said Larry Gerston, 
a professor emeritus at San 
Jose State University. 
Similarly, several states al¬ 
ready are examining equal 
pay legislation after its pas¬ 
sage in California. 

“It’s the panoply of issues 
that California, if not in a 
leadership position, is al¬ 
ways close to it,” Gerston 
said. “The various voic¬ 
es are represented here 
much more, in more force¬ 
ful ways.” Despite the Leg¬ 
islature’s liberal bent, the 
year also marked another 
win for business interests, 
who defeated 18 of the 19 
bills the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce dubbed “job kill¬ 
ers." Besides stripping the 
climate bill of an oil man¬ 
date, they again stymied 
efforts to tax tobacco and 
oil, and opted not to alter 
the state’s landmark prop¬ 
erty tax limitation law.Q

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

The Russian Embassy in Da¬ 
mascus was shelled Tues¬ 
day as pro-government 
demonstrators gathered 
outside, and Syria's larg¬ 
est insurgent coalition an¬ 
nounced an offensive to 
counter Moscow’s airstrikes 
that have injected new 
fury in the conflict. 
Al-Qaida's branch in Syria, 
meanwhile, released an 
audio message purport¬ 
edly from its leader urging 
Muslims in the former Soviet 
Union to attack Russian ci¬ 
vilians if Russia targets civil¬ 
ians in Syria. 

The developments under¬ 
scored the complications 
brought about by Russia’s 
military intervention in Syria, 


which is fueling an already 
brutal conflict with a multi¬ 
tude of radical groups. 

No one was hurt in the em¬ 
bassy shelling, officials said, 
and it was not the first time 
the compound has been 
hit during the civil war. The 
attack came as hundreds 
of people were gathered 
outside to thank Moscow 
for its military intervention. 
An Associated Press re¬ 
porter who was outside 
the embassy when the 
first shell slammed into the 
compound in central Da¬ 
mascus saw smoke billow¬ 
ing from inside. As people 
ran away, another shell hit 
the area, landing about 
200 meters (yards) from the 
compound. 

It was not clear if the attack 
had targeted the rally. 

“This is obviously a terrorist 


act intended to probably 
frighten supporters of the 
war against terror,” said 
Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov. 

Insurgents have vowed to 
fight back after Moscow 
began its airstrikes in Syria 
on Sept. 30. Russia has 


been one of the strongest 
supporters of Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad since 
the start of the uprising in 
2011 . 

The civil war has killed 
more than 250,000 people 
and displaced half of Syr¬ 
ia's prewar population of 


23 million. 

On Tuesday, the Army of 
Conquest, a coalition that 
includes several power¬ 
ful rebel factions as well 
as the al-Qaida-affiliated 
Nusra Front, announced its 
counteroffensive against 
government forces.Q 


Turkish PM: 

Suicide bombers ‘originated’ from Syria

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Turkey has intelligence 
suggesting that militants 
“originating” from Syria 
were planning to carry 
out attacks in Turkey, the 
country’s president said 
Tuesday, but added that 
no groups were being 
ruled out in the investiga¬ 
tion into a deadly attack 
on a peace rally. 

Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan, speak¬ 
ing at a joint news confer¬ 
ence with the visiting Finn¬ 
ish president, admitted 
for the first time that there 
were "some” government 


security flaws prior to the 
bombing attacks Satur¬ 
day that killed 97 people 
and wounded hundreds, 
but said the scale of the 
"mistake” would emerge 
after an investigation. 
Erdogan rejected opposi¬ 
tion parties’ calls for the 
resignation of some offi¬ 
cials. 

The two suicide bomb¬ 
ings came just weeks be¬ 
fore Turkey's Nov. 1 elec¬ 
tion, which is effectively a 
re-run of an inconclusive 
June election. The bomb¬ 
ings raised fears that Tur¬ 
key — a member of NATO, 
a candidate for Europe¬ 
an Union membership, a 


neighbor of war-torn Syria 
and the host for more refu¬ 
gees than any other na¬ 
tion — may be heading 
toward a period of insta¬ 
bility. 

The blasts have further po¬ 
larized Turkey as it grap¬ 
ples with more than 2 mil¬ 
lion refugees and tries to 
avoid being drawn into 
the chaos in neighboring 
Syria and Iraq. 

“There is certain intelli¬ 
gence about some prep¬ 
arations that were made 
by (terrorists) entering our 
country and carrying out 
various acts — and that 
they originated from Syr¬ 
ia,” Erdogan said.Q

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Dutch probe: Buk missile downed Malaysian jet in Ukraine

GILZE-RIJEN AIR BASE, 
Netherlands (AP) — The 
missile shot skyward from 
war-ravaged eastern 
Ukraine. With deadly ac¬ 
curacy more than six miles 
up, it detonated just in front 
of the Malaysia Airlines jet¬ 
liner, sending hundreds of 
jagged steel shards ripping 
through its aluminum skin 
at up to 5,600 mph and 
shearing the cockpit from 
the rest of the plane. 

The two pilots and purser in 
the cockpit died instantly, 
and the Boeing 777 disin¬ 
tegrated and fell to earth, 
killing the rest of the 298 
men, women and children 
aboard Flight 17 on July 
17, 2014, Dutch investiga¬ 
tors said Tuesday in a long- 
awaited report. 

Some of the victims may 
have been conscious 
for 60 to 90 seconds, the 
Dutch Safety Board said, 
but they probably were 
not fully aware of what was 
happening in the oxygen- 
starved, freezing chaos. The 


tornado-like airflow surging 
through the doomed jet as 
it came apart was power¬ 
ful enough to tear off peo¬ 
ple’s clothes and leave na¬ 
ked corpses amid the fields 
of sunflowers. 

The 15-month Dutch inves¬ 
tigation blamed a Soviet- 
made surface-to-air Buk 
missile for downing the 
Amsterdam to Kuala Lum¬ 
pur flight, but it did not ex¬ 
plicitly say who had fired 
it. It identified an area of 
320 square kilometers (120 
square miles) where it said 
the launch must have 
taken place, and all of 
the land was in the hands 
of pro-Russian separatists 
fighting Ukrainian forces 
at the time of the disaster, 
according to daily maps 
of fighting released by the 
Ukrainian National Security 
Council. 

The Dutch Safety Board 
also found that the trag¬ 
edy wouldn't have hap¬ 
pened if the airspace of 
eastern Ukraine had been 
totally closed to passenger 
planes as fighting raged 
below.□

France, Saudi Arabia deepen alliance with 10B euros in deals

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) 

— France has signed deals 
worth 10 billion euros ($11.4 
billion) with Saudi Arabia, 
said French Prime Minister 
Manuel Vails on Tuesday, 
underscoring the shared 
foreign policy stances that 
have helped deepen the 
two countries’ military and 
economic ties. 

Vails, who announced the 
deals on his official Twitter 
account, is in Saudi Arabia 
with a large delegation of 
French business represen¬ 
tatives and top officials, 
including Foreign Minister 
Laurent Fabius and De¬ 
fense Minister Jean-Yves Le 
Drian. 

France’s Foreign Ministry 
said in a statement that 
the deal includes the start 
of negotiations to pro¬ 


vide Saudi Arabia with its 
own communication and 
observation satellites — 
something the kingdom 
has been coveting as it 
expands its regional mili¬ 
tary reach and fights a war 
against Shiite rebels in Ye¬ 
men. 

The two sides also signed 
deals in Riyadh for $2 bil¬ 


lion worth of Saudi public 
investment in French pri¬ 
vate funds with a focus 
on renewable energy and 
signed a letter of intent for 
cooperation in that sector. 
They also signed a cooper¬ 
ation agreement to estab¬ 
lish a naval research cen¬ 
ter and to increase joint 
military training exercises. 


The two countries agreed 
to hold another joint ses¬ 
sion in Paris next March. 
The visit to Saudi Arabia is 
part of a regional tour that 
included stops in Jordan 
and Egypt, where a $1.1 
billion deal for two French 
Mistral amphibious assault 
ships was signed. 

The French delegation, 
which arrived in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia on Monday, held talks 
with King Salman, Crown 
Prince and Interior Minis¬ 
ter Mohammed bin Nayef 
and Deputy Crown Prince 
and Defense Minister Mo¬ 
hammed bin Salman in the 
capital, Riyadh. 

A French official, who 
spoke anonymously be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to speak to the me¬ 
dia, says a military helicop¬ 
ter deal is also expected 
to be signed in Riyadh. In 
June, Saudi Arabia signed 


agreements worth billions 
of dollars to buy 23 heli¬ 
copters for the Interior Min¬ 
istry, 50 Airbus jets and two 
possible nuclear reactors 
from France. The alliance 
between France and Sau¬ 
di Arabia has grown stron¬ 
ger in recent years as ties 
between Washington and 
Riyadh cooled under Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, par¬ 
ticularly following his ad¬ 
ministration's strong back¬ 
ing of a nuclear deal be¬ 
tween Iran and the world 
powers. Though France 
was a part of the nuclear 
negotiations, its position 
has more strongly reflected 
Saudi concerns that the 
deal could bolster Iran's 
influence in the region if 
economic sanctions are 
not lifted gradually. Iran 
and Saudi Arabia back op¬ 
posite sides in the civil war 
in Syria.□ 


Israeli leader vows ‘aggressive steps’ to halt fighting

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
prime minister on Tuesday 
said he would take a se¬ 
ries of “aggressive steps” 
to halt a wave of violence 
in Israeli cities after two 
attacks in Jerusalem left 
three Israelis dead. Three 
Palestinians, including two 
attackers, were also killed. 
The attacks in Jerusalem, 
including a deadly shoot¬ 
ing and knifing spree on a 
bus and a violent hacking 
attack caught on video. 


escalated the month¬ 
long unrest and raised the 
pressure on Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu to 
take action. The govern¬ 
ment has been unable to 
stop the violence, carried 
out mostly by young Pal¬ 
estinians unaffiliated with 
known militant groups and 
apparently acting on their 
own. 

“Today we will decide on 
a series of additional ag¬ 
gressive steps in our war 
against terrorists and in¬ 
citers,” Netanyahu said in 


a speech to parliament. 
“We will use, and not hesi¬ 
tate to use, all means at 
our disposal to restore 
calm.” 

Netanyahu left a meeting 
of top security officials to 
deliver the speech, and 
quickly returned. The de¬ 
liberations continued into 
the evening. 

Channel 2 TV said mea¬ 
sures under consideration 
include a deployment of 
Israeli soldiers in the streets 
of Jerusalem to assist po¬ 
lice, surrounding Palestin¬ 


ian neighborhoods in the 
eastern part of the city with 
troops, stepping up demo¬ 
litions of attackers’ homes, 
and stripping the families 
of attackers of their resi¬ 
dence rights. No decisions 
were immediately made. 
The violence erupted 
last month over the Jew¬ 
ish New Year, fueled by 
rumors that Israel was 
plotting to take over Je¬ 
rusalem's most sensitive 
holy site. While Israel says 
the rumors are unfound¬ 
ed, clashes have quickly 


spread across Israel and 
into the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Eight Israelis have died in a 
string of stabbings, shoot¬ 
ings and the stoning of a 
car, while 29 Palestinians 
— including 12 identified 
by Israel as attackers — 
have been killed. In new 
bloodshed, a 27-year-old 
Palestinian man was shot 
dead in a protest in the 
West Bank town of Beth¬ 
lehem. The Israeli military

“Investigators are work¬ 
ing to find the killers and 
the kidnapped child,” said 
Lerebours, adding the in¬ 
cident occurred Saturday 
evening in the Croix-des- 
Bouquets district. 

The Estes Church of Christ, 
based in Henderson, Ten¬ 
nessee, said the mission¬ 
ary's car was intentionally 
blocked Saturday evening 
by another motorist. Armed 
men got out of the car, 
fired into Edwards’ vehicle

Philippines backs 
US plan to sail ship 
near Chinese isle 

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

The Philippines on Tuesday 
backed a reported U.S. 
plan to challenge China’s 
territorial claims by deploy¬ 
ing an American Navy ship 
close to a Chinese-built 
island in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea, saying it was im¬ 
portant for the internation¬ 
al community to safeguard 
freedom of navigafion in 
the disputed waters. 

The Philippine Department 
of Foreign Affairs said the 
reported U.S. plan to send 
a ship within 22 kilome¬ 
ters (14 miles) of the arti¬ 
ficial island in the Spratly 
Islands “would be consis¬ 
tent with international law 
and a rules-based order 
for fhe region." The U.S. 
newspaper Navy Times re¬ 
ported last week that the 
Navy may soon receive 
approval for the mission 
to sail close to the island. 
Such a move would bolster 
Washington’s stance that 
the artificial islands being 
construcfed by China do 
nof constifute sovereign 
territory and build a legal 
case under international 
law for fhe U.S. position, the 
newspaper said. The De¬ 
partment of Foreign Affairs 
said “failure to challenge 
false claims of sovereignty 
would undermine this or¬ 
der and lead China to the 
false conclusion that its 
claims are accepted as a 
fait accompli.” 

“It is important for the in¬ 
ternational community 
to safeguard freedom of 
navigation and overflight 
in the SouthChina Sea,” it 
said. “This is of paramount 
concern to all countries.” 
Aside from China and 
the Philippines, four other 
governments lay claim to 
part or all of the South Chi¬ 
na Sea, a busy passage¬ 
way for commercial and 
military vessels. □

Spurrier resigns, 
takes blame for

Steve Spurrier knew it was 
time. South Carolina was 
struggling and the gregari¬ 
ous and once innovative 
coach was a big reason 
why. Always one to do 
things his way, Spurrier be¬ 
lieved he needed to step 
aside, and no one was go¬ 
ing to change his mind. 
Spurrier resigned as Game¬

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Federer loses opening match at Shanghai Masters

SHANGHAI (AP) — For the 

second straight year, Rog¬ 
er Federer found himself 
in trouble in his opening 
match at the Shanghai 
Masters. 

This time, he couldn’t pull 
through. 

The 17-time Grand Slam 
champion was broken 
late in the third set against 
Spanish qualifier Albert 
Ramos-Vinolas on Tuesday 
and lost 7-6 (4), 2-6, 6-3. 
Federer was in a similar 
situation last year against 
Leonardo Mayer, but it 
ended very differently. He 
saved five match points 
before finally prevailing, 
and going on to win the 
tournament. 

“Last year I got lucky,” 
Federer said. “This year I 
didn’t. So it’s a pity.” 
Federer started off slowly 
against the 70th-ranked 
Ramos-Vinolas, failing to 
convert two break points in 
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the opening set and mak¬ 
ing a flurry of backhand er¬ 
rors to lose the tiebreaker. 
He captured the second 
set with ease, winning ev¬ 
ery point on his first serve, 
but Ramos-Vinolas got the 
only break in the third set 
and held on to close it out. 
It was the Spaniard’s first 
win against a top-10 player 
in 16 matches. 

“After second set I thought 
it will be like always, I will 
lose," Ramos-Vinolas said. 
“At the end after the break, 

I thought, OK, maybe I can 
do it.” 

The last time Federer and 
Ramos-Vinolas played, at 
Wimbledon in 2012, the 
Spaniard won only three 
games. 

“I’m always cautious," Fe¬ 
derer said. “I don't under¬ 
estimate or lack respect for 
anybody out there. These 
guys are all touring profes¬ 
sionals, they know what 
they’re doing.” 


Federer hasn’t played 
since helping Switzerland 
win a Davis Cup match the 
week after losing to Novak 
Djokovic in the U.S. Open fi¬ 
nal. He arrived in Shanghai 
early to have time to adjust 
to the time zone and con¬ 
ditions, but still didn't feel 
comfortable on Stadium 
Court. 

“I just think the first round 
here in Shanghai has al¬ 
ways been historically quite 
difficult, getting used to the 
conditions and the surface 
and the balls,” Federer 
said. “But he did a good 
job. You could see he’s 
been in the groove.” 
Ramos-Vinolas has been 
on a roll, albeit in lower-tier 
tournaments. Last month, 
he was asked to play the 
Catalonia championships 
near his home — and he 
won. 

“I was resting at home. (The 
tournament) was close 
to my house. I played the 


tournament just like a prac¬ 
tice,” the Spaniard said. 
“I think I cannot compare 
with this match today." 

In another second-round 
match, former U.S. Open 
champion Marin Cilic de¬ 
feated Borna Coric 6-1,6-2, 
a day after saving a match 
point to win his first-round 
match.

Venus Williams rallies to advance

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Howard returns to U.S., 
but Costa Rica wins 1 -0

HARRISON, N.J. (AP) — Tim 

Howard made his first ap¬ 
pearance in goal for the 
United States in 15 months 
and was unable to stop the 
Americans’ slide. 

Joel Campbell scored in 
the 70th minute, and Costa 
Rica beat the listless U.S. 
1-0 in an exhibition Tuesday 
night. 

Three days after a 3-2 loss to 
Mexico in a playoff for the 
region’s Confederations 
Cup berth, the U.S. gener¬ 
ated few scoring chances 
in the latest of a string of 
dismal performances this 
year that have led to criti¬ 
cism of coach Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann, who sent defender 
Fabian Johnson home for 
asking to be substituted 
late in Saturday’s defeat. 
The Americans finished 
fourth at this year’s CON- 
CACAF Gold Cup, their 
poorest performance since 
2000, and are a team in 
transition as they head into 
the start of World Cup qual¬ 
ifying. 

Howard took a one-year 
sabbatical from the nation¬ 
al team after making 15 
saves in the 2-1 round-of-16 
loss to Belgium at last year's 
World Cup. When Howard 
returned last month, Klins¬ 
mann installed him as his 
No. 2 behind Brad Guzan. 
Howard sat on the bench 
for a pair of September ex¬ 
hibitions and for Saturday's 
extra-time defeat at the 
Rose Bowl. 

Before a crowd of just 9,214 
in almost two-thirds empty 
Red Bulls Arena, the Ameri¬ 
cans struggled defensively 
after second-half substitu¬ 
tions. 

Jonathan Spector turned 


the ball over, leading to the 
goal. Dave Myrie, who had 
just entered, crossed for 
Campbell, and the forward 
beat Danny Williams into 
space and sent a 12-yard, 
left-footed shot just past 
Howard’s outstretched 
right arm into the far cor¬ 
ner of the goal. Campbell, 
who has struggled for play¬ 
ing time at Arsenal, scored 
his 11th international goal 
but first since Costa Rica 
played Uruguay in last 
year's World Cup. 

Nine players returned to 
their teams following Sat¬ 
urday's defeat, including 
starters DaMarcus Beasley, 
Matt Besler, Fabian John¬ 
son, Kyle Beckerman, Mi¬ 
chael Bradley and Clint 
Dempsey. Klinsmann said 
Monday he was angry 
with Johnson and sent him 
home because the de¬ 
fender asked to be substi¬ 
tuted in the 111th minute 
Saturday. 

Klinsmann kept only three 
starters from Saturday: cen¬ 
tral defender Geoff Cam¬ 
eron, midfielder Jermaine 
Jones and forward Jozy 
Altidore. All three were re¬ 
placed at the start of the 
second half. 

Costa Rica had several 
earlier chances. Brad Ev¬ 
ans made a block to deny 
Johan Venegas with How¬ 
ard’s net open in the 43rd 
minute.

Cubs win NL Division Series, beat Cardinals 6-4 in Game 4

CHICAGO (AP) - For 

the Chicago Cubs and 
their ever-hopeful fans, this 
bash was a long time in the 
making. 

Kyle Schwarber, Anthony 
Rizzo and Javier Baez hom- 
ered and the young Cubs 
clinched a postseason se¬ 
ries at Wrigley Field for the 
first time ever, beating the 
St. Louis Cardinals 6-4 Tues¬ 
day to win the NL Division 
Series in four games. 

Only once since they last 
brought home the World 
Series in 1908 had the Cubs 
won a playoff series and 
never before had they fin¬ 
ished off the job at their 
century-plus-old ballpark. 
But with a raucous, towel- 
waving crowd jamming 
the Friendly Confines, the 
North Siders gave genera¬ 
tions of fans exactly what 
they wanted. 

Closer Hector Rondon 
struck out Stephen Pis- 
cotty on a pitch in the dirt, 
and catcher Miguel Mon- 
teroscooped the ball and 
made the tag to end it. 
That sent the Cubs stream¬ 
ing out of the dugout to 
start a wild celebration. 
"They deserve it,” Rizzo 
said in the middle of the 
party. "Hopefully, this is 
just a taste of what's to 
come.” 

Up-and-comers all season, 
first-year manager Joe 
Maddon’s bunch of wild¬ 
card Cubs had arrived. 

The Cubs are headed to 
the NL Championship Se¬ 
ries for the first time since 
2003. They beat Atlanta 
in the NLDS that year, but 
then lost in seven games 
to the Marlins. Chicago 
dropped those final two 
at home, including the in¬ 
famous Bartman defeat in 
Game 6. 

Chicago will face the win¬ 
ner of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers-New York Mets 


matchup. The Mets took a 
2-1 lead into Game 4 Tues¬ 
day night. 

No team was hotter down 
the stretch than Chicago, 
which finished third in the 
majors with 97 wins after 
five straight losing seasons. 
The Cubs knocked out the 
two teams that finished 
ahead of them in the NL 
Central, beating Pittsburgh 
in the wild-card game and 
sending St. Louis home af¬ 
ter it led the majors with 100 
wins. 

The banged-up Cardinals 
had reached the NLCS in 
the last four years. 

Rizzo’s solo drive to right 
off losing pitcher Kevin 
Siegrist in the sixth put Chi¬ 
cago back on top 5-4 after 
St. Louis scored two in the 
top half. 

As if the fans were roaring 
at the top of their lungs 


after that home run, they 
were really screaming af¬ 
ter Schwarber’s monstrous 
shot leading off the sev¬ 
enth. The ball seemed to 
disappear, possibly clear¬ 
ing the videoboard in right 
or hitting the Budweiser sign 
above it. 

The late drives by Rizzo 
and Schwarber along with 
Baez’s three-run homer 
off John Lackey in the sec¬ 
ond came after Chicago 
set a postseason record 
with six long balls in Mon¬ 
day’s win.

But a win over Miami in the 
Independence Bowl re¬ 
energized him and gave 
him hope for better things 
ahead.

help the team move for¬ 
ward. 

"Our team is not in sham¬ 
bles, as some might say,” 
he said after Spurrier left 
the podium. “’Not sure the 
change is what they've 
needed but the change is 
what they've got.

NAPA, Calif. (AP) — Those 
traveling, song-loving “Fa¬ 
natics" at the Presidents 
Cup had no trouble find¬ 
ing the right tune for Bran¬ 
den Grace, with a slight 
change of lyrics. 

“Amazing Grace, how 
sweet the sound, that 
saved his best for me.” 

That he did. 

The 27-year-old spark plug 
from South Africa was at his 
best for the International 
team all week at the Jack 
Nicklaus Golf Club Korea. 
Not only did he become 
only the second Interna¬ 
tional player to go 5-0 
for the week — Shigeki 
Maruyama was the other 
in 1998 — only one of those 
matches reached the 18th 
hole. And that might have 
been his defining moment. 
With partner Louis Oost- 
huizen having put his shot 
in the water, and the sky 
so dark that Grace could 
barely see the flag, he 
ripped a 3-wood into the 
wind and onto the edge of 
the green to secure a cru¬ 
cial point. 

“He just showed that he’s 
a world-class player, and 
there’s no moment too 
big for him," Oosthuizen 
gushed that day. “He’s 
going to be a really great 
player." 

Grace already showed he 
has the goods, even if not 
everyone was paying at¬ 
tention. 

He nearly crashed the Jor¬ 
dan Spieth-Dustin Johnson 
party at Chambers Bay, 
playing just as well as both 


of them. He was tied for the 
lead until one bad swing 

— his tee shot on the 16th 
that went over the railroad 
tracks and out of bounds 

— cost him. Grace also 
finished third at the PGA 
Championship, which is 
easy to overlook because 
Jason Day really didn’t 
give anyone a chance at 


Whistling Straits. 

Also forgotten is how Grace 
first arrived on the golfing 
scene in 2012 by winning 
back-to-back weeks in 
South Africa, including a 
playoff victory over Ernie Els 
and Retief Goosen in the 
Volvo Golf Champions at 
Fancourt. 

Even so, there’s something 


about a Presidents Cup or 
a Ryder Cup that allows 
for the appearance of a 
breakout moment. 

It just doesn’t always work 
out that way. 

Jamie Donaldson con¬ 
tributed three points in 
Europe's victory last year 
at Gleneagles, and he 
delivered the signature 
moment with a 9-iron to 
tap-in range that was the 
clinching point. Donaldson 
has finished in the top five 
only twice since, though 
the Welshman was 38 and 
somewhat of a late bloom¬ 
er in the first place. 

A better example might be 
Graham DeLaet. 

The Canadian had one of 
his best weeks of golf at the 
Presidents Cup two years 
ago at Muirfield Village. 
DeLaet and Jason Day 
earned the most points 
for the International team, 
and DeLaet finished his 
week by holing a bunker 
shot to beat Jordan Spieth 
on the 18th hole. 

As well as he strikes the 
ball, and as much as he 
stepped up his game on 
a big stage, DeLaet was a 
feature story in golf maga¬ 
zines and a player to watch 
for years to come. Expecta¬ 
tions got even higher when 
he finished one shot behind 
in consecutive weeks at 
Torrey Pines and Phoenix. 
He reached as high as No. 
28 in the world that week, 
but he still hasn't won on 
the PGA Tour and has fall¬ 
en out of the top 100. 
Remember Nicolas Col- 
saerts, the Belgium bomb¬ 
er? 


He made a name for him¬ 
self in one match at Medi- 
nah during the 2012 Ryder 
Cup by making eight bird¬ 
ies and an eagle and sin¬ 
gle-handedly beating Tiger 
Woods and Steve Strieker in 
fourballs. Given his length 
and surfer-cool attitude, he 
looked to be a star in the 
making. And maybe that 
day will come. But since 
then, Colsaerts has rarely 
come close to winning and 
dropped to No. 233 in the 
world. 

What should set Grace 
apart from those examples 
is what he already has 
done — this year with two 
victories and the strong 
showing at Chambers Bay 
and Whistling Straits, his five- 
win season in 2012, ending 
last year with a seven-shot 
win over Oosthuizen. 

If anything has held him 
back, or kept him from get¬ 
ting more attention, it's his 
lack of consistency. That's 
a problem for just about 
anyone (see Billy Horschel). 
“I think I get a bit streaky 
out there,” Grace said. 
“The same happened in 
2012. Got the one win and 
it led to another and five 
wins that season. I think the 
year where I didn't win, a 
couple of bad habits came 
back into my golf game, a 
little bit of struggling with 
the putting and things like 
that. But I’ve got that under 
control now. I think that's 
been the big turnaround 
for me so far this season.” 
That will determine where 
his game goes from here 
more than anything he did 
in a team uniform. □ 
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Toyota promises better mileage and ride with Prius hybrid

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota Mo¬ 
tor Corp. released details 
for its fourth-generation 
Prius on Tuesday, promising 
that improvements in the 
battery, engine, wind re¬ 
sistance and weight mean 
better mileage for the 
world’s top-selling hybrid 
car. 

It gets up to 40 kilometers a 
liter under Japanese tests, 
which translates to more 
than 93 miles per gallon, a 
20 percent improvement 
from the 2015 model. In the 
U.S., it gets 55 mpg in com¬ 
bined city and highway 
driving, about 10 percent 
better. 

The Prius, which debuted in 
1997, goes on sale in Japan 
in December, and rolls out 
in the U.S. and other mar¬ 
kets early next year. A price 
was not announced, but 
it’s expected to stay in the 
same range. The Prius now 
starts at about $24,000 in 
the U.S. and 2.4 million yen 
($20,000) in Japan. 

A hybrid switches back 
and forth between a gaso¬ 
line engine and an electric 
motor to deliver a super-ef¬ 
ficient drive, but is increas¬ 
ingly being challenged by 
even more futuristic tech¬ 
nologies, such as the purely 
electric car and the fuel 
cell, which are both zero 
emissions. 

Toyota officials said the ef¬ 
ficiency of the Prius engine 
was beefed up 40 percent 
with reduced friction and 
improved combustion, 
while newly developed 
batteries are 10 percent 


smaller yet have 28 per¬ 
cent better performance. 
The battery, which had 
been in the back luggage 
area, now fits under the 
back seat, meaning more 
luggage space. 

“We started from scratch, 
looking at all the possibili¬ 
ties” for improvement, chief 
engineer Koji Toyoshima 
told reporters at a Tokyo 
showroom. 

Toyota also made a point 
to deliver a smoother feel 
in driving, including four- 
wheel drive, as well as just- 
developed safety technol¬ 
ogy, including connecting 


with traffic lights at street 
corners. The 2016 Prius was 
shown at the Las Vegas 
auto show last month, but 
the Japanese automaker 
didn’t release details then. 
Toyota has sold about 4 mil¬ 
lion Prius vehicles globally, 
but its popularity is mostly 
limited to the U.S. and Ja¬ 
pan. The recent drop in oil 
prices also works as a mi¬ 
nus. 

“The Toyota Prius is the 
most successful hybrid on 
the planet, but its success 
hasn't expanded to other 
hybrids, and even the Prius 
has struggled to maintain 


sales in recent years,” said 
Karl Brauer, senior analyst 
for Kelley Blue Book. 

“The new Prius has some 
interesting design features 
but mostly stays true to 
the same formula Toyota 
has been using since it 
launched. It should hold 
steady in terms of sales be¬ 
cause the Prius has a strong 
fan base, but convincing 
non-hybrid shoppers to 
give it a try will be even 
more difficult than in the 
past,” he said. 

The success of the hybrid 
is critical for Toyota, which 
leads in that technology.

Johnson & Johnson posts mixed 
3Q results, authorizes a buyback

Johnson & Johnson, continuing a tough year of declin¬ 
ing revenue, posted a 29 percent drop in third-quarter 
earnings as it was hammered by plunging sales of its 
hepatitis C medicine and unfavorable currency ex¬ 
change rates. 

The healthcare bellwether's results were also hurt by 
comparison to a year-ago when it had a $2 billion gain 
from selling a large diagnostics business. 

Company executives on Tuesday tried to put a positive 
spin on the results, saying that underlying performance 
remained strong after excluding multiple negative fac¬ 
tors. J&J raised its profit forecast and announced a $10 
billion stock buyback plan that will be financed by issu¬ 
ing new debt. 

J&J, based in New Brunswick, New Jersey, beat ana¬ 
lysts’ muted profit expectations for the quarter, but Wall 
Street was unimpressed. J&J shares slipped 33 cents to 
$95.66 in midday trading Tuesday. 

“International growth — the hoped-for growth driver — 
was anemic even after adjusting for currency swings, 
and the domestic market is dead in the water,” wrote 
analyst Erik Gordon, a professor at the University of 
Michigan’s Ross School of Business. 

The U.S. consumer health business, nearly recovered af¬ 
ter a long and embarrassing spate of recalls dating to 
2009, was the lone bright spot, with a 9 percent sales 
increase, but it accounts for just 7.5 percent of sales. 
“Domestic consumer sales of Tylenol and other brands 
that had suffered being off shelves for so long after the 
manufacturing problems are rebounding. The brand 
names still are strong,” Gordon noted. 

The maker of Tylenol, medical devices and Xarelto, for 
preventing heart attacks and stroke, reported third- 
quarter net income of $3.36 billion, or $1.20 per share, 
compared with $4.75 billion, or $1.66 per share, a year 
ago. 

Adjusted net income, excluding the impact of its sale 
of ifs Ortho-Clinical Diagnostics business and higher 
charges for lifigafion and write-downs in the value of 
assets, was $4.17 billion, or $1.49 per share. That topped 
analysts' average expectation for $1.44 per share. 

J&J’s revenue of $17.1 billion missed analysts’ forecasts 
for $17.41 billion. The strong dollar, which reduces the 
value of products bought with local currency in other 
countries, cut total revenue by 8.2 percent, the com¬ 
pany said. 

The company increased its 2015 profit forecast to $6.15 
to $6.20 per share, excluding one-time items, up from 
the company's July forecast of $6.10 fo $6.20 per share. 
Analysts surveyed by FactSet expected $6.16 per share. 
Pharmaceutical sales declined 7.4 percent to $7.7 bil¬ 
lion, mainly because sales of hepatitis C drug Olysio 
plunged 90 percent to just $79 million. The drug was 
once seen as a likely blockbuster, but newer hepati¬ 
tis C pills Sovaldi, Harvoni and Viekira Pak have since 
cornered the market and together are raking in billions 
every quarter. 

Asked whether the recent furor over sky-high prescrip¬ 
tion drug prices would affect J&J's pricing. Chief Finan¬ 
cial Officer Dominic Caruso told analysts on a confer¬ 
ence call, “We think the real answer is to monitor and 
provide outcome-based measures (on drugs' benefits 
and risks) and not focus solely on price.” 

“We're very responsible in the pricing of our drugs," Ca¬ 
ruso added.

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JPMorgan earns $6.27 billion in 3Q; misses its estimates

gan Chase & Co. saw its 
third-quarter profits rise 22 
percent from a year earlier, 
helped by a tax benefit. But 
the bank's core results still 
missed analysts’ expecta¬ 
tions as revenue declined 
in most of JPMorgan’s busi¬ 
nesses. 

The largest U.S. bank by as¬ 
sets said Tuesday it earned 
$6.27 billion after payments 


to preferred shareholders, 
up from a profit of $5.13 bil¬ 
lion a year earlier. 

On a per share basis, the 
bank earned $1.68 per 
share, compared with $1.35 
per share a year earlier. 
Removing one-time items, 
including a $2.2 billion tax 
benefit from issues related 
to the financial crisis, JPM¬ 
organ said it earned $1.32 
a share, which missed ana¬ 
lysts’ estimates of $1.37 per 
share.Net revenue at the 


bank totaled $22.8 billion, 
compared with $24.5 billion 
in the same period a year 
earlier. 

JPMorgan Chase’s con¬ 
sumer banking division, its 
largest business by revenue 
and net income, reported 
a 4 percent rise in profits as 
revenues fell 4 percent. The 
decline in revenues was 
primarily tied to lower mort¬ 
gage income. 

JPMorgan has been ag¬ 
gressively cutting costs in 


its consumer bank through 
layoffs, attrition, branch 
closures and lower staff¬ 
ing levels. The consumer 
bank’s headcount is down 
roughly 10,000 workers 
year-to-date. 

In its corporate and invest¬ 
ment banking division, the 
bank reported net income 
of $1.46 billion, down 13 
percent from a year earlier. 
JPMorgan Chief Financial 
Officer Marianne Lake said 
fhe summer's “generally 


quite challenging” market 
conditions led to a decline 
in revenue in the division. 
Lower commodity prices 
also impacted the results. 
Lower commodity prices 
also indirectly impacted 
JPMorgan's credit costs. 
The bank had to take out 
higher loan reserves to cov¬ 
er loans given to oil and 
gas companies. 

JPMorgan shares were 
down 1.2 percent to $60.99 
in after-market trading. □

world’s biggest beer maker 
The clinched a deal Tuesday 


to take over its nearest ri¬ 
val in a bid to stave off fhe 
megabrewers’ most seri¬ 
ous problems: the surge in 
popularity of craft brews 
and weakening sales in the 
rich markets of the U.S. and 
Europe. SABMiller accept¬ 
ed in principle a takeover 
bid worth 69 billion pounds 
($106 billion) from Anheus¬ 
er Busch InBev in a deal 
that seeks strength in size. 
The combined company 
would control nearly a third 
of the global market. 
Belgium-based AB InBev, 
already the world’s largest 
brewer, makes Budweiser, 
Corona, Stella Artois and 
Beck's. SABMiller, based in 
London, has Miller Genuine 
Draft, Peroni and Milwau¬ 
kee's Best among its 200 or 
so brands. 

AB InBev’s determination 
to close the deal after five 
attempts shows how estab¬ 
lished beer brands know 
they have to act to adapt 


to shifting global tastes. 

In wealthy countries, peo¬ 
ple are turning to locally 
brewed beers or other 
drinks such as wine. In the 
U.S., craft beer sales ac¬ 
count for 10 percent of 
beer volumes, compared 
with virtually nothing a few 
years ago. The same could 
soon apply in Europe, said 
Giulio Lombardi, senior di¬ 
rector at Fitch Ratings. 

“The global beer market 
overall is largely flat and in 
some regions is declining 
as other beverages such 
as wine continue to pen¬ 
etrate,” said John Colley, 
professor at Warwick Busi¬ 
ness School in England. 
“Microbrewers and their 
highly differentiated cask 
ales also continue to make 
progress." In coming years, 
beer sales are expected 
to grow most in emerging 
economies in regions such 
as Africa, where SABMiller 
has a strong presence.Q 


Twitter purging up to 336 workers as new CEO slashes costs

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Twitter is laying off up to 336 
employees, signaling CEO 
Jack Dorsey’s resolve to 
slash costs while the com¬ 
pany struggles to make 
money. 

The cutbacks announced 
Tuesday could equate to 
about 8 percent of Twitter's 
workforce of 4,100 people. 
The purge comes two 
weeks after Twitter brought 
back one of its co-found¬ 
ers as permanent CEO in 
hopes that Dorsey would 
be able to resolve prob¬ 
lems that have slowed user 


growth at the messaging 
service and compounded 
an uninterrupted cycle of 
financial losses. 

Cutting costs can boost 
profits but at Twitter, it has 
also raises uncertainty 
about the future, the com¬ 
pany's pursuit of faster 
growth and its ability to at¬ 
tract a bigger audience. 
The layoffs may be a sign 
of desperation at a sinking 
company, said Edison In¬ 
vestment Research analyst 
Richard Windsor. 

“It is important to run a 
tight ship, but simply cut¬ 
ting jobs is often the action 
of a company that does 


not know what else to do," 
Windsor said. 

Dorsey told Twitter em¬ 
ployees in a Tuesday letter 
that a more streamlined 
company will result in more 
products rolling out more 
quickly. “We feel strongly 
that engineering will move 
much faster with a smaller 
and nimbler team,” Dorsey 
wrote. 

Twitter’s workforce has 
nearly doubled over the 
past two years, hindering 
efforts to turn a profit for 
the first time in its nine-year 
history. Since Dorsey and 
his partners started the ser¬ 
vice, Twitter has lost nearly 


$2 billion. 

When reports of the antici¬ 
pated layoffs surfaced late 
last week, investors initially 
fretted that Dorsey might 
be reacting to disappoint¬ 
ing performance in the 
quarter that just ended in 
September. Twitter eased 
those worries Tuesday by 
disclosing that its revenue 
for the period will hit or 
slightly exceed its previ¬ 
ously target of $545 million 
to $560 million. The official 
results are due out Oct. 27. 
Twitter's stock gained 99 
cents, or 3.5 percent, to 
$29.74 in midday trading 
Tuesday. 


Dorsey has acknowledged 
that Twitter is too confus¬ 
ing for many people to 
use, turning off new users 
at a time when other social 
services such as Snapchat 
and Facebook’s WhatsApp 
have grown in popularity. 
As part of its revival plan, 
Twitter last week unveiled 
a new feature called “Mo¬ 
ments” that packages 
commentary, video and 
photos about major events 
that have captured peo¬ 
ple’s attention. The work 
on Moments began while 
Dorsey’s predecessor, Dick 
Costolo, was still Twitter's

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Wild aurochs-like cattle reintroduced in Czech

(AP) — Such an animal has 
not been seen on Czech 
territory for hundreds of 
years. 

A Dutch breeding program 
has recreated massive bo- 
vines closely related to au¬ 
rochs, once the heaviest 
European land mammal 
and the wild ancestor of 
today’s cattle that be¬ 
came extinct in the 17th 
century. 

It is believed they disap¬ 
peared from what is now 
the Czech Republic in the 
12th or 13th century. 

On Tuesday, a small herd 
was introduced to a Czech 
sanctuary as part of a 
project to use big-hoofed 
animals to maintain the 
steppe character of the 
former Milovice military 
base, 35 kilometers (22 
miles) northeast of Prague. 
The beasts joined a herd 
of 15 wild horses from Brit¬ 
ain's Exmoor National Park 
that were moved here in 
January with a task to stop 
the spread of aggressive 
and evasive grasses and 
bushes, delicacies to the 
animals. 

The invasive plants began 
to grow after Soviet troops 
withdrew from the base 
in 1991, threatening the 
area’s original plants and 
animals. 

After a nine-hour drive and 
few more minutes of hesi¬ 
tation, five cows and a bull 
— all calves— jumped out 
of a truck at dawn to take 
the first look at their new 
home. 

“They complement each 
other,” said Dalibor Dos- 
tal, director of European 
Wildlife, the organization 
behind the project. He ex¬ 
pects no conflicts between 
horses and cattle sharing 
the 40-hectare (99-acre) 
area. 


“While the wild horses pre¬ 
fer grasses, the aurochs 
like the bushes. They don’t 
compete. Their combina¬ 
tion forms a natural part¬ 
nership such as it was in the 
wild nature for thousands 
years." 

The Dutch Taurus Founda¬ 
tion joined forces with the 
University of Wageningen 
and some other groups 
in the Tauros program, as 
the new animal is called, in 
2008. 

With knowledge of the au¬ 
rochs’ DNA, the scientists 
analyzed some existing 
primitive cattle breeds that 
are similar to their extinct 
ancestors. They included 
Pajuna, Sayaguesa and 


Limia from Spain, Marem- 
mana from Italy and High¬ 
lander from Scotland. 
Through cross-breeding, 
they have been working on 
reconstructing the original 
aurochs with the goal to 
have “the presence of the 
Tauros as a self-sufficient 
wild bovine grazer in herds 
of at least 150 animals each 
in several rewilding areas in 
Europe,” Rewilding Europe, 
another organization in¬ 
volved, said on its Web site. 
“In a few generations, we 
should be able to get an 
animal that looks like the 
aurochs and also has the 
same impact on the envi¬ 
ronment,” Dostal said. 

The Czech Republic is the 


first country in Central and 
Eastern Europe to receive 
the animals from the Neth¬ 
erlands, with Romania to 
follow. There are already 
herds in Portugal, Spain 
and Croatia. 

An aurochs bull could be 
about 180 centimeters 
(nearly six feet) tall, weigh a 
metric ton and have long, 
thick horns. The adult bulls 
turn from chestnut color to 
almost black with a typi¬ 
cal white stripe along the 
spine; the cows are smaller 
and reddish-brown. 
Aurochs roamed most of 
the European continent 
as well in Northern Africa 
and Asia for several hun¬ 
dred thousand years. Their 


pictures appeared in a 
cave painting in France's 
Lascaux and entered the 
Greek mythology about 
founding Europe as Zeus 
kidnapped and seduced 
Europa in the form of an 
aurochs. 

Frans Jacobs, Dutch cattle 
rancher who raised the 
animals and transported 
them to the Czech Repub¬ 
lic, said he believed they 
will avoid the fate of the 
aurochs, whose last indi¬ 
vidual is said to have died 
in 1627 in Poland. 

“They are supposed to be 
very strong cattle they eat 
whatever they can get,” 
Jacobs said. “They will sur¬ 
vive. They will survive us.’O

The reason for Pufnstuf's 
visit? He's Stuff's uncle. 
Marty Krofft promises that 
Pufnstuf will be the same 
life-sized, redheaded, 
cowboy-boot-wearing 
puppet familiar to viewers 
of the show that debuted 
in the late 1960s.

our characters,” Krofft, 
78, said in an interview, 
speaking for himself and 
sibling Sid, 86. 

Pufnstuf is voiced by co¬ 
median, actor and activ¬ 
ist Randy Credico. Lennie 
Weinrib was the puppet's 
original voice. 

Just 17 episodes of “H.R. 
Pufnstuff" were created 
for its original 1969-71 run 
on NBC, but they've lived 
on in reruns (with MeTV 
their current home) and 
the memories of fans. 

The show proved so indel¬ 
ible that a 2007 TV Guide 
poll of all-time cult favor¬ 
ites saw it ranked No. 27, 
sandwiched between 
“Mary Hartman, Mary 
Hartman” and “Stargate 
SG-1.” 

Some wags may trace its 
enduring popularity to the 
notion that it was a true 
child of the ‘60s — in oth¬ 
ers words, that “H.R. Pufn¬ 
stuf” had a certain recre¬ 
ational drug aura about 
it. 

Marty Krofft flatly rejects 
that as untrue. 

“If we did the drugs ev¬ 
erybody thought we did, 
we'd be dead today," he 
said, adding, "you can¬ 
not work stoned.” 

He suggests it was the 
show's surreal and bright¬ 


ly colored look, in an era 
marked by hallucinogen¬ 
ic imagery, that prompt¬ 
ed such speculation. 
Another stubborn idea, 
that the initials “H.R." sig¬ 
nified hand-rolled (as in 
marijuana joint), was also 
misguided, according to 
Krofft: They stood for Roy¬ 
al Highness, backward, 
he said. 

The Beatles, themselves 
fending off claims that 
their 1967 song “Lucy in 
the Sky With Diamonds” 
was a veiled reference to 
LSD, were among those 
who found the show in¬ 
triguing. 

The group's manager, 
Brian Epstein, called to re¬ 
quest that copies of the 
show be mailed to them 
in England, Krofft said, a 
request that brother Sid 
double-checked years 
later when Ringo Starr be¬ 
come his neighbor in Los 
Angeles. 

Starr in turn had a ques¬ 
tion for Sid Krofft, accord¬ 
ing to Marty: “How many 
drugs did you do?” the 
Beatle inquired. (Again, 
Marty Krofft adds, the an¬ 
swer was none.) 

The Kroffts have big plans 
for Pufnstuf and crowd, 
with possible vehicles in¬ 
cluding a feature film and 
their own new TV series. 
And the siblings are busier 
than expected with “Mutt 
& Stuff,” since its ratings 
success prompted Nick¬ 
elodeon to double its 
season-one order to 40 
episodes. Pufnstuf himself 
may return in future epi¬ 
sodes. “To make another 
hit at this time in our lives. 
I've got to give ourselves 
a pat on the back,” Marty 
Krofft said. 

They have more works in 
progress including "Elec¬ 
tro Woman and Dyna 
Girl,” which originated as 
part of ABC's “The Krofft 
Supershow” in the 1970s 
and is being rebooted 
with YouTube stars Grace 
Helbig and Hannah Hart. 
Might other producers 
be resting on their felt- 
covered laurels at this 
point? “What am I gonna 
do, retire and watch day¬ 
time television and be 
dead in a month?” Krofft 
replied.^
